Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiners cited art 
does not disclose a raise events lifecycle stage; and wherein the raise events llfecycle stage occurs before a render lifecycle state. The 
rejection cites the lifecycle of a servlet, the stages being init, service and destroy. Messages from controls referenced by the source 
webpage can be passed as parameters within the HTTP request sent from the webpage to the servlet container to other controls 
contained in the HTTP response, which can represent a webpage with controls, to the HTTP request. The parameters are passed via the 
getParameterO and get ParameterValuesQ method calls, and then these parameters can affect the controls represented within the HTTP 
response. Though these actions are not formaly denoted as being part of the servlet lifecycle, they can be standardized to occur at the 
came point within the lifecycle. Further, one would only execute the getParameter() and getParameterVaiuesQ methods BEFORE sending 
the HTTP response, via a PrintWrlter flush method, back to the client. Therefore, though these actions are not formaly recognized as 
lifecycle stages, because of their regularity of execution within the lifecycle, they could be considered to be stages within the lifycycle. 
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
